Ido 
this for the reason that I do not wish to mislead; for though last 
season I bought the best seed that money could buy, paying as 
high as $42.00 per pound for some, and more for others in packets, 
as Doubles, and had sent me seed from two of the largest houses 
in U. S. to be grown specially for their own stock as Doubles, yet 
of the many thousands of vines grown by me only five produced 
Doubles, and they mere abortions with neither beauty or attract- 
iveness in them, drying up without producing seed. The stock 
I had, produced Semi-Double and Singles, and it is the selection 
from this product I now offer as Singles; they embracing plain 
Singles [which are really the handsomest] Semi-Doubles, Quilled 
and Frilled, Crimped and Scalloped, and with every hue and 
color, except Yellow. ‘To begin to describe the colors, shadings, 
hues, combinations of colors, variations in markings, would be 
impossible. Indeed, the beauty and variations are indescribable, 
and can only be appreciated when seen. One vine will bear blos- 
soms so different that it would seem impossible. As to size and 
markings of blooms my seed will produce, I will simply say that 
neither the colored plates in catalogues of Vaughn, letierssa 
or any other I have seen begins to equal them. 

The foliage also varies in shape, as well as color, latter being 
from dark green through all shades of green to light yellow, some 
being variegated with whitish and yellowish green on darker 
ground. My stock seed were selected by going in person and 
gathering 10 to 15 seed from each of the thousands of vines and 
mixing the whole. This will, I believe, give me the best stock 
and largest variation in shapes, hues and colors that the world 
can now show; and superior to any one stock grown anywhere; 
for the thousands of vines growing together must have hybridized 
and will cause all the more curious andfreakish markings besides 
bringing forth still more innumerable shades of color. ‘Those I 
had the past season not only were of every shade of Red, Violet, 
Darkest Purple, Blue [from Indigo to Heavenly], Pinks, White, 
Chocolates and Smokes in solid colors, but there would be dark 
Blue with White border, White with streaks of dark Blue, Choc- 
olate with White border, Redand Pinks with White border and 
vice versa throughout every color. Price $3.00 per pound.

The print on the opposite page is from photograph of my Hvbrid Moonflowers, 
originating from cross of true White Seeded and the “Ipomea Noctileuca,” 
brought into prominence by Messrs. Henderson & Co., as the “Moonfl wers.” 
Seed from first cross have continued to be planted and fertilized by White-Seeded, 
until now the seeds of the Hybrids are of many varying shades, some being 
black, some brown, some parti-colored and some creamy white, The vines and 
foliage differing in shape, size and texture, whilst the blooms run all the sizes from 
five to seven inches in diameter and present four or five distinct shapes. 

The Hybrids are in full bloom 45 to 60 days before the White-Seeded, 
making it a decided acquisition for growing far North. Parties write me 
from Massachusetts that they secured blooms trom my Hybrids, whilst never 
having been able to procure blooms from White-Seeded 

The vines shown in photograph were planted April 15th, and photograph taken 
August 16th, when there haa been only one rain, June 10-14, until photograph 
was taken. This drouth accounts for lack of blooms. 

The two vines on left stopped, simply because there was no more wire to 
climb on. 

These plants were in stiff red clay, and were tramped around dailv, as the path 
led by them, and therefore were not “forced specimens,” either as to foliage, 
blooms or growth. Indeed, | had far handsomer vines generally in field crops. 

Persons purchasing Smith Hy b:id Moonflower or |pomea may get plants pro- 
ducing four or five different shaped Mooms, and blooms from five to seven inches 
in diameter, size never attaned by White-Seeded. The White-Seeded | also grow 
extensively, and in Southern and Middle States it is a splendid thing, but it is too 
late North, unless started in hot-beds Indeed, both varieties at the North should 
be started in hot-beds to secure them flowering and have them *Glories,’’ as 
we term them. 

The seed should be cut or scraped at the edge, running from eye to point of 
seed, or the point of seed cut orf and soaked in luke-warm water one night 
only, and then planted in warm, moist soil, to secure prompt germination. 
Florists should ask seedsmen for A. W. Smith’s Hybrid or Cross Seed and take 
no others.
